Black Clover's editor, Tatsuhiko Katayama! 


TK: This is something everyone is probably told, but it was about the importance of characters. Basically, 
that what Jump sells is unique characters with special qualities. Manga artists can create characters like 
that, and the editor’s job is to help pull those out of them. We’re still told this. It’s all about the characters. 


AK: Before coming here, we were at a coffee shop across the street. I overheard a conversation 
that sounded like an editor and a young manga artist. The editor said, “You can’t have a weak main 
character.” I told Annaliese about this and she said, "Osamu is fine being weak!” 

TK: Osamu is cool! I love him. Especially his dialogue in the beginning. 


AK: What are the most important qualities for a Shonen Jump editor to have? 
TK: Important qualities? I don’t even know if I have any. It might not be 
something you know until you have a big hit. It’s probably a love 
for manga. My senpai once told me that we have to be apostles ip > 
for manga—willing and faithful servants to manga. At the time, I 
thought it sounded so cool. Then I read a series called Gallery Fake, * 
and the exact line was in there. He’d just ripped it off! — 

AK: But I heard that when you apply for a job at Shueisha, /— 

sometimes you get sent to the Shonen Jump division ^ 

even though you aren’t a manga fan. , > 

TK: Oh yeah. That did use to happen a lot. People who 

were really into novels would come to Jump. v ^ ' 1 

AK: That doesn’t happen these days? V >-r^* 

TK: It does still happen. People can be sent to departments 

they didn’t apply for. However, the passion and desire to \ 

create something is the same in every department. We’re just 

creating different things. So as long as you have the passion to create 

something interesting, that’s all you need. 


Alexis Kirsch (AK): Were you a manga fan before 
becoming an editor? If so, what were your favorite 
manga as a kid? 

Tatsuhiko Katayama (TK): I was a huge fan. I 
had two older brothers, so Shonen Jump was around 
me from my first memories. My heroes as a kid were 
Dragon Ball characters. Most of what I read as a kid 
was Shonen Jump manga. 

AK: Everyone loves Dragon Ball, don’t they? 

TK: Everyone in Japan currently in their thirties 
read Dragon Ball. Tabata Sensei loves it too. A 


AK: When you started at Shonen Jump as 
an editor, what kind of helpful advice were 
you given? 


















TK: What? The waiter was saying stuff? What did 
he say? 

AK: You don’t remember? He kept asking 
you if you were a superhero. Anyways, 
when you evaluate new artists, is there 
something specific that you look for? 

TK: There are two things. First is characters. Do they 
have the ability to create unique characters? The other 
is whether what they create is fresh. I want to see something I’ve 
never seen before. So that’s what I look for. Probably. If they have 
both, it’s perfect. 

AK: What qualities did you see in Tabata Sensei that 
convinced you he could be a successful manga artist for Jump ? 

TK: Well, he's still improving even now. He’s really detail focused with 
his art. I feel bad that he has to draw all that detail in one week. You’ve 
probably seen it in Bakuman, but when you submit your work to the 
serialization meeting, you usually do it as rough thumbnails. But he almost 
missed his deadline for that. All you need to do is rough thumbnails, but he kept saying, 

“Give me a little more time!’’ He stayed in a meeting room on the second floor here and kept working on 
his pencils. 

AK: But he’d already serialized Hungry Joker, so the quality of his art was well-known. So he didn’t need 
to go that far. 

TK: Exactly! But he kept saying he wanted the art as good as it could be. So we were already behind 
schedule at the start. See the pages here? (See panel below.) He only finished this week’s chapter last 
night at 7 p.m. I basically have to rip the final pages from his hands to get it to the printer. That’s how 
passionate he is about his art, and I think people like that succeed. 



AC: Whoa! Is that Fana and Mars? 

AK: She really likes this character. She wants him to 
join Asta’s team. 

TK: Really? Mars? They’ll be friends. He’s going to fight 
on Asta’s side. 

AK: In what situations do you step in and tell the artist 
to change something? 

TK: Well, for example, this is the latest thumbnail. 
Tabata Sensei just finished this chapter last night. For 
this chapter, the parts I asked him to fix was to make 
it easier to read. I think I had him swap the position 
of the panels here. I think it’s easier for the reader to 
follow if Mars is on this side of the page. It’s like they 
are looking at Fana with him. So I had him change 
it. A lot of the suggestions are about making things 
easier to follow. And for dialogue, it’s about whether

AK: What are some of your career highlights as a Shonen Jump editor? 

TK: Highlights? Well, what annoyed me the most was when I was on a TV show called JUMPolice and 
they surprised me by suddenly bringing out my mom. I thought, “Wow, this department will do anything!” 
And my mom was in the Psyjack cosplay that I usually wear. Apparently, they had been secretly planning 
this for a while. The TV show staff and the editorial office set me up. 

Annaliese Christman (AC): What did your 
mom think? 

TK: She was super excited. She said she’d do 
anything for her son. 

AK: What about when you first got a 
serialization approved? 

TK: I was really happy, but it wasn’t like 
a “Yay!!” feeling. It was more like I was 
overcome with the feeling of “It’s starting..." 
Black Cloverms my first serial. Tabata Sensei 
had done a series previously, but I was in a 
different department then. So I called him and 
told him it was starting, and he was like, “Stop 
lying.” So for both of us, it was hard to accept 
it immediately. It took time for the joy to spread 
over us. That was definitely the highlight. 

AK: What about when you wore your Psyjack 
outfit to a restaurant in New York and the 
waiter kept making fun of you? Isn’t that your 
top highlight? 


AK: Which Bakuman editor is most like you? 

TK: Oh, who could it be? Probably the guy with 
glasses who worked with Nanamine. What was his 
name? I forgot his name. He was the skinny newly 
hired editor. He didn’t seem very reliable. 

AK: I don’t remember the names either. Oh, I think 
his name was Kosugi. 

TK: I think that’s right. I like how he was unreliable 
at first but grows throughout the series. 

AK: How he lacks experience but won’t lose to 
anyone when it comes to loving manga? 

TK: Exactly! At first, he just does whatever 
Nanamine tells him. But when Nanamine is down, 
he helps Nanamine. He’s such a good guy. And yet I 
can’t remember his name! Hold on, let me look it up. 

AK: His best line was when Nanamine says 
something like “Why do you keep bugging me?” and he responds with "Because I’m your editor! 
TK: And yet, I forgot his name... What was it? Well, I’ll have to look it up later. Sorry!

The story is 
already set, so we don’t 
really change much of 
that, but, for example, 
Asta’s dialogue here. 
(See panel on the left.) 
Asta should be more 
active, so I talked it over 
with Tabata Sensei and 
had Asta be a little more 
aggressive here. If I see 
that a character isn’t 
acting like they usually 
do, I ask for corrections. 


AK: You often dress up in cosplay at events. Is this something you enjoy doing, or does your boss force 
you? 

TK: I like it. I love cosplay. At first, I was being forced to do it. They made me. But the more I did it, the 
more I liked it. So I went to a cosplay company called Cosparty and asked them to make me a costume
